Close political friends of Governor At- 
kinson masterfully launched the Evans 
boom for governor.

Philadelphia, October 30.—(Special.)—One 
of the most glaring of the many schemes 
of (Mark Hanna’s corruption committee to 
secure funds with which to try and offset 
the work of Bryan in the west came to 
light today. 

It was told by a New York business man 
who claimed to be in a position to know 
what he was talking about. He said that 
the manifesto issued by Hanna calling for 
the general display of the American flag 
in every town and city in the country was 
the result of a deal with the bunting trust, 
which controls practically the output of 
American flags in this country. 

According to his story the trust con- 
tributed $60,000 to the republican campaign 
fund in return for Hanna’s calling upon 
the people to display the American flag to- 
day. Following this came Jones’s call to 
checkmate ‘Hanna, so the demand for the 
American emblem has been greater in the 


last two davs than at any previous time | 


and the profit that will accumulate to 
the trust will reach into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

In this city and New York the demand 
for flags has been greater than the supply, 
despite the efforts of the trust to meet 
the demand. It is estimated that the 
profits to the trust will be doubled beyond 
the first expectations, since the democrats 
of the country will observe the day as flag 
day also. 

When the trust story became known to- 
day Hanna and the republican committee 
were roundly scored and denounced by

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FINAL ADDRESS OF THE POPULISTS 


IS OUT 


Leaders of the Third Party Review the Situation, 
and Say That Bryan [s Certain of Achieving 
a Great Victory Next Month. 


Chicago, Ill., October 30.—The following final statement from the populist side as to 
the election day probabilities and expectations throughout the country was given to- 
night to the Southern Associated Press by Chairman Washburn, of the Chicago head- 


quarters: 

“In analyzing the vote of the country I have grouped as Bryan states the agri- 
cultural and mining states, where the gold democratic defection and floating vote is 
smallest and where the success of the ticket depends*on the farmers, who have been 
educated on the silver question through school house and alliance meetings and who 
would feel insulted if offered a price for their vote or coerced in any man- 
ner. Therefore it is conceded that thirty-one states was of the Mississippi and squth 
of the Ohio, representing 242 electoral votes or eighteen more than are the states 
which Bryan is more likely to carry and the states which are comparatively sure 
McKinley are the New England: states, together with New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
representing eighty-one electoral votes. The doubtful states are the middle western, 
including Illinois, Indiana,’ Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin, together with New York, 
making 124 electoral votes.

While I have attempted to confine my discussion of public issues to the questions

Goes Into Arkansas. 

Little Rock, Ark., October 30.—Reports of 

a terriffic cycl@ne which passed through

tensive. 

At 11:45 o’clock yesterday morning the 
tornado swept within 300 yards of Sherrill, 
a emall station on the Abhetmer branch, 
passing from south to north. Its path was 
200 yards wide in some places, and not 
more than 100 in others. Nothing stood be- 
fore it, and barns, houses, fences, stock and 
forests were carried along in its terrible 
vortex. Two houses were completely scat- 
tered on the Smith place. 

A colored child three years old was af- 
terwards rescued from the debris with two 
ribs broken. One large log residence, con- 
taining a family of six, was also scattered, 
but the occupants escaped death, suffering 
only a few bruises and an on occasional 
broken bone. Fifteen or more people, most 
of them negroes, were more or less in- 
jured.

Brutal Assault Upon a Defenseless 
Woman Avenged Despite the 
Assailant’s Cunning, 


Montgomery, Ala., October 30.—(Special.)— 
A special tonight from Troy, Ala. says 
that Lum Warren, a notorious negro, who 
is wanted in Georgia, charged with a recent 
criminal assault, was killed near Brantley, 
Ala., today by officers who were trying to 
arrest hini. 


Warren is the negro who fled from the 
Bass plantation near Cuthbert soon af- 
ter friends of Mrs. Bass, who had been as- 
Saulted, gathered around her home. 

Bass’s house is about ten miles from 
Cuthbert. He was in town, and when he 
left home Mrs. Bass was to go to her 
mother’s house, a short distance off, to 
spend the day. Mrs. Bass failed to reach 
her mother’s house when expected and a 
messenger was sent for her. Mrs. Bass was 
found in the cowshed in an insensible con- 
dition, her face battered in a most horrible 
manner. At first it Was thought she had 
been gored and trampled by a cow, but a 
paling from a fence Was found near her. 
It was covered with blood and ‘caused an 
investigation, which revealed the fact that 
Mrs. Bass had been pounded into insensi- 
bility with the paling. 

A great throng gathered as the news 
spread. Suspicion fell upon a negro, who 
Was pursued and captured. All the time 
Lum Warren, who had worked on the 
place and was thoroughly trusted, remained 
about the house. 

No one suspected him of any knowledge 
of the crime. 

The negro who was caught narrowly es- 
Caped being lynched by the crowd. 

Warren was sent to a neighbor’s with a 
message, but before he had gone far he 
jumped from the mule he was riding and 
took to the woods. That act caused War- 
ren to be suspected first, but it was not 
long before suspicion became a certainty. 
Mrs. Bass, who had remained unconscious 
up to that time, became rational and said 
Warren was her assailant. 

Warren was pursued, and at one time it 
was thought he had been captured. Prep- 
arations to burn him alive had been made, 
but it turned out that the crowd had the 
wrong man. Since Warren’s escape a dozen 
negroes have been arrested in Georgia and 
Alabama, supposed to be Warren, but when 
the officer sent to identify the prisoner ar- 
rived it was always found that the wrong 
man had been held.

What Republican Success Means. 

Mr. J. C. Vaughan, of Chicago, one of 
the leading business men of that city, 
has come over to the side of free coin- 
age. Mr. Vaughan has been a zealous 
republican for years, but on the money 
question he finds that his convictions 
will not permit his further allegiance 
to a party which is bent on upholding 
the single gold standard:

It may be that among the populist 
voters there are some whose unreason- 
ing prejudices against democrats will 
lead them to indorse any scheme that 
involyes opposition to the democratic 
party.

On the other 
hand, there are many populists—a ma- 
jority in this state, we confidently 
believe—who are earnestly in favor 
of democratic principles and who will 
refuse to support candidates for con- 
gress who are mortgaged to Hanna and 
the gold standard. . 

There is no question of party in this 
campaign. Still less is it a question 
of men. It is a question purely of prin- 
ciple—whether the people shall control 
their government, or whether it shall 
be controlled by the gold syndicates and 
financial interests that have provided 
Hanna with his corruption fund.

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Is Female Suffrage a Failure? 

Is it possible that, after securing the 
right of suffrage in some localities, the 
women of this country are really indif- 
ferent to its exercise? 

Such a question as this will hardly be 
relished by the advocates of female 
suffrage, as a rule, and yet it applies 
with peculiar force to the women of 
Chicago. Two or three years ago, as 
the result of a vigorous crusade, the 
women of that city acquired the right of 
voting on such questions as the choice 
of university trustees. In the fresh 
enthusiasm which this achievement 
stirred, a great multitude of women 
registered for the impending conflict, 
and when the list of voters was finally 
made up, ® few days before the elec- 
tion, it was found that nearly 30,000 
women had qualified. 

Strange enough, however, the registra- 
tion list for the present year contains 
only 6,264 names, showing that nearly 
25,000 women Who voted two years 
ago have no inclination whatever to ex- 
ercise the right of suffrage a second 
time, at least so far as the affairs of 
the Chicago university are concerned. 

Of course the evidence furnished by 
these figures is Dy no means conclusive 
and the proof of a growing indifference 
on the part of the female suffragists of 
the country is only partial. ‘The failure 
of the women to register in such large 
numbers this year may be due to other 
causes than the one surmised. Still the 
figures are interesting, as they show the 
practical workings of the suffrage meas- 
ure as applied to the Chicago ss: peabeadl 
sity. 

Unless some explanation of this heavy 
falling off in the registration list is 
shown the inference will be that the 
women of Chicago have tired of the 
election franchise. As it is there are 
many people whose strong opposition 
to the suffrage movement will be con- 
firmed by this remarkable shrinkage in 
the list of registered voters. 


From Author to Politician. 

In American literature General Lew 
Wallace has achieved a high rank. On 
both sides of the Atlantic his writings 
are eagerly deyoured by admiring thous- 
ands who look upon him as a prince in 
the noble profession of letters. 

That such a man as General Lew Wal- 
lace should descend from the high po- 
sition he seemed to occupy to abuse and 
vilify his political opponents, is some- 
thing that cannot be easily explained. 

Seldom has a publie speaker in this 
country so utterly ignored the weapons 
of refined debate and entertained his 
hearers with a greater measure of vi- 
tuperation than General Wallace. Only 
a few days ago he declared, in one of 
his speeches, that “any. 
voted for Bryan was a knave and a 
freak.” Such narrow-minded fanata- 
cism as this offensive language breathes 
not only contradicts the spirit which 
pervades the story of “Ben Hur,” but 
it even shames the unscrupulous meth- 
ods of a ward politician. 

That General Wallace has the right 
to espouse the single gold standard with 
as much zeal as he chooses to exercise 
in its behalf no one disputes: but that 
he should indulge in such bitter flings 
at those who disagree wifh him is an 
evidence of bad taste which is ill-he- 
coming. 

As an author General Wallace is a 
brilliant success, but as a statesman 
even his friends must vote him a fail- 
ure.

The order as entered was practically a 
ecnsent order, the attorney general, who 
is the leading factor in the fight, making 
no resistance to it.

Brady and Walton Ferguson to whom the 
stock of the company was transferred un- 
der the decree entered by Judge Windes, 
can also receive any dividends coming to 
them as trustees. 

The amount to be distributed amorig the 
shareholders is somewhat problematical. 
It has been rumored that the cash avail- 
able for dividends amounts to about $2,000,- 
000, which would make a disbursement of 
8 percent. It is doubtful, however, if this 
sum will be distributed at once.

The session of the house yesterday morn- 
ing was brief but of considerable interest. 
Many bills were introduced, and the house 
is now about ready to commence the actual 
work of legislation. 

The session yesterday began at 10 o'clock 
and ended at 11.12 o'clock. Speaker Jenkins 
was absent on important business and 
Speaker Pro Tem. Dodson called the body 
to order and presided over the session. 

The general assembly will adjourn today 
until Wednesday or Thursday of next week, 
so that the members may g0 home to vote 
in Tuesday’s election. Many members are 
anxious to go home to confer with their 
constituents about the senatorial question. 

Several bills of importance were returned 
and read the first time. Among them are 
the following: 

A bill to create the office of commissioner 
of pensions. 

A bill to require only the payment of 
pell taxes by citizens as a qualification to 
yore. 

A bill to establish a public school system 
in Fulton county outside of Atlanta and 
East Point. 

A bill to prohibit towns from levying a 
tax on commercial travelers when taking or- 
ders for goods when such goods are not

The members of the general assembly: 
were invited to attend the reception at the 
governor’s mansion tonight. 

It is probable that this morning’s session 
will be a brief one. The two houses will 
adjourn to participate in the inaugural cer- 
emonies. 

Session of the House. 

Many members of the house were absent 
when Speaker Pro Tem. Dodson, of Sumter 
county, called the body to order at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. The effects of 
the all-night caucus were visible on the 
faces of those who answered roll call. 

The house members soon warmed up to 
their work, however, and the quiet open- 
ing of the body was soon turned into the 
usual scenes and noises. With the passing 
of the caucus there was no repetition of 
the buttonholing process of members Dy 
candidates and during the session few of 
the candidates, successful and unsuccessful, 
appeared on the floor. ; 

Rev. Casper Wright, of Eatonton, who 
was elected chaplain of the house Thurs- 
day, began the performance of his duties 
yesterday, and when order was procured 
by Speaker Pro Tem. Dodson Mr. Wright 
Offered prayer. 

The chaplain asked that the blessings of 
God be bestowed upon the chief executive 
and upon all'‘rulers of the people and that 
God help the legislators in the transaction 
of business. 

Colonel Mark A. Hardin, clerk of the 
house, read the journal of Tuesday’s pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr, Calvin, of Richmond, offered a reso- 
lution that that part of the governor's 
message referring to the convict lease sys- 
tem, recommending that the general as- 
Sembly secure such information as will 
enable the legislature to act intelligently on 
the question be referred to the committee 
of the house on penitentiary. Mr. Calvin 
Said that the resolution was simply a means 
of getting the matter properly before the 
committee. The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Calvin also offered a resolution that 
the part of the governor’s message relating 
to the appointment of a schoolbook com- 
Mission be referred to the committee on 
education. The resolution was adopted. 

Call of Counties for Bills. 

The roll of counties was then called for 
the introduction of bills and quite a number 
were submitted. a 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, was the first to 
send up a bill, being the second bill of the 
session. 

Mr. Blalock’s bill provides for the ap- 
pointment by the governor of a commis- 
sioner of pensions to serve for a term of 
four years, whose duty it shall be to exam- 
ine and pass upon all claims for pensions 
and to keep a correct record of the same, 
and to perform other duties. Referred to 
the committee on pensions. 

Mr. Watkins, of Gilmer, offered a resolu- 
tion that the privileges of the house be ex- 
tended to Hon. J. H. Hutcheson and Hon. 
M. M. Davis, of Gilmer county. The reso- 
lution was adopted. : 

Vote by Paying Poll Taxes. 

Mr. Reece, of Floyd, offered an important 
bill, an amendment to the constitution of 
this state, providing that every qualified 
Citizen of the state who has paid his poll 
tax in eccordance with law shall be an 
elector and qualified to vote at any gener- 
al election of the state. The bill provides

SOLONS OF SENATE DID LITTLE | 


The Question of When the Judges and 
Solicitors Are To Be Elected 
Occupied the Time. 


The senate did very little work yester- 
day. Both branches of the legislature ad- 
journed before 12 o'clock, as no important 
business came before the two bodies. 

In the roll call for the introduction of 
new matter, Senator Gray responded to his 
name with a fesolution. It was a joint res- 
olution to the effect that both branches 
rreet in joint session at 11 o’clock (yester- 
day) to begin the election of judges and so- 
licitors. 

Senator Turner rose and made a short 
speech, saying that he would give the sen- 
ate the benefit of his investigation of the 
law on the question as to when the judges 
and solicitors should be elected. 

About the Election of Judges. 

He read the provision of the constitution 
which says that the judges shall be 
elected on a day set by a joint resolution 
of the house and senate. It seemed, 
thovgh, that the legislature of 1881 had set 
a day upon which chese offices were to be 
filled—the first Monday in November. 

Senator Battle made a short speech in 
which he suggested that. Senator Gray 
withdraw his resolution until the commit- 
tee appointed to inquire and report as to 
how many and what offices should be filled 
by that term of the legislature should send 
in their report. 

Senator Gray accepted the suggestion and 
withdrew his resolution. 

At this jumcture a message from the 
house was received by the senate. AS there 
was no business before the senate. Senator 
Turner moved that the senate take up the 
joint resolution sent in by the house. This 
was agreed to and President Berner order- 
ed the clerk to read the. house resolutions 
for the senate to pass upon them. 

The first resolution was that the house 
and senate order the clerks of the two 
bodies to have printed a manual of the 
legislature for the use of the members. 
His resolution was agreed to. 

The next resolution was that introduced 
in the house by Mr. Boynton that the leg- 
islature adjourn today until Thursday for 
the national election, and reconvene 
on Thursday and begin at once the election 
of the judges and solicitors general. 

Senator Turner asked unanimous consent 
of the senate that this resolution be taken 
up in clauses and acted upon. For the first 
clause he offered an amendment to the 
effect that the legislature should recon- 
vene on Wednesday instead of Thursday. 
This was accepted after some debate. 

For the second clause of the house reso- 
lution that the legislature meet and begin 
the election of judges and solicitors on 
Thursday, Senator Gray offered a substi- 
tute that the two branches meet in joint 
session vesterday at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon and begin the election. 

It was announced at.this juncture’ by 
Senator Dunwody that the house had ad- 
journed and could not meet the senate in 
joint sessi at 3 o’clock, Senator Gray 
then withdfew his substitute and house 
resolution was amended so that the elec. 
tion of judges and solicitors shall com- 
mence immediately after the reading of 
the journal next Wednesday, the day after 
the legislators return from their homes 
where they go to vote for Bryan and Sew- 
all.

Ts Atlanta to lose Captain W. R. Joyner, 
who has for over twelve years been chief 
of the Atlanta fire department? 

There is a movement on foot worked by 


by Chief Joyner will resign his position as 
chief of the fire department to accept a 
position as fire inspector. 

Almost two morths ago Chief Joyner was 
approached by the agents of these com- 
panies and asked if he would consider a 
proposition to become their inspector and 
cover the entire southern territory for 
them. The four companies are to form 
a syndicate among themselves and employ 
an inspector whose salary will be paid by 
the companies jointly. 

Chief Joyner, it is said, is the only man 
these companies have found who could fill 
the important position as their inspector 
and to him they will submit a proposition. 
If he refuses to accept an offer from them 
the syndicate will fall through, since it is 
to be formed ‘with the express understand- 
ing} that Chief Joyner be the inspector. 

Though the matter was mentioned to 
Chief Joyner six weeks ago, he has said 
nothing about it, preferring for it to take 
a definite shape. He decided to consider 
the proposition and has received letters 
from the presidents of the companies and 
has talked with their general agents. in 
Atlanta, 

It was intended by all parties interested 
in the matter to have it kept as quiet as 
possible until the proposition had been ac- 
cepted or declined. The correspondent of 
The Louisville Insurance Herald in this 
city in some way got wind of the matter. 
The article in The Herald is as follows: 

It is reported at Atlanta that a syndi- 
cate of companies has been formed to 
secure inspection of large risks in the 
south, and that Cap Joyner, the famous 
chief of the Atlanta fire department, is 
to be the inspector. He is a very con- 
scientious and careful man, and is fully 
equipped with the practical knowledge 
to make him a very valuable man in 
such a position. But what would At- 
lanta do without Cap Joyner? 

The article was read by several of the 
chief’s friends in this city and yesterday 
he was plied with questions as to whether 
he would accept the offer of the syndicate 
or not. 

What “Cap” Joyner Says. 

Chief Joyner was seen yesterday and 
asked about the matter, but was very re- 
luctant in talking about it. He stated that 
it was his intention to keep it quict until 
after he had rendered a decision. 

“It is true that I have decided to con- 
sider a proposition to be made by four 
insurance companies to become their in- 
spector,”’ said Chief Joyner yesterday. 
“The matter, however, has reached no 
definite shape and I would prefer not to 
say anything about it. 

‘gZ can’t say yet whether or not I will 
accept the offer of the syndicate since I 
do not know what the offer is to be, 
They asked me if I would consider a propo- 
sition to become their inspector and I de- 
cided to do so. What the proposition will 
be I do not know. 

‘“T have lived in Atlanta all my life and 
I think it would take an unusually flatter- 
ing offer to make me leave. The citizens 
of Atlanta have treated me as well as any 
man cculd be desired to be treated and I 
will think over any proposition a iong 
time before I decide to leave the fire de- 
partment, 

‘“T was asked by the insurance companies 
if I would consider %,000, but this I refused 
to do. I would sacrifice the $1,000 just to 
remain in Atlanta and be with my friends. 
If I decide to accept an offer from the 
syndicate it will be with the understanding 
that I have left the fire department for 
good. If the city wants to pay me a 
higher salary than the one I am now re- 
ceiving from it I will refuse to accept it.

ceive a flattering offer from the insurance 
companies and then decide to remain in the 
fire department at a higher salary. Under 
no circumstances will I accept a raise of 
salary from the city. 

“IT have exerted my best efforts toward 
making the Atlanta fire department one of 
the most efficient in this country and I 
think the majority of the people appreciate 
my efforts. I have tried to be unselfish 
and all I have done has been for the good 
of the city. 

“I have been in the fire department the 
greater part of my life and I have a 
family to give my time and attention to. 
Almost every fire I fight I am in danger of 
losing my life and if the offer to be made 
me is good enough I think there is a pos- 
sibility of my accepting it. 

‘‘There are men in the department who 
could take my place and conduct the work 
of the fire department as well as I have 
done, and were I to leave the fire depart- 
ment it would not be with the belief that 
my place could not be filled. 

“As I said before, I have been treated in 
an admirable manner by the city—some- 
thing which I appreciate. 4 am receiving 
a good salary and am comfortably fixed, 
but at the same time I have myself and 
family to look after. 

“If the offer to be made me turns out to 
be flattering enough I will consult a num- 
ber of my friends in the city before ac- 
cepting it. I think it is due them and due 
the city that thew have some say-so in 
the matter.’’ 

Chief Joyner was asked the names of 
the companies who were to make him the 
offer, but these he declined to give. He 
stated that he was not at liberty +o tell 
the names of the companies and thought 
it would be best for them-to remain secret. 

What Would Atlanta Do? 

Cap Joyner has for over twelve years 
driven the little red wagon through the 
streets of Atlanta and has conducted the 
fire department as it was never conducted 
before and it is known as one of Ahe best 
departments of its size in the United 
States. He has made property safe from 
fire by his efficient work and it is doubtful 
if another man could be found to fill his 
place. 

The fact that the companies comprising 
the syndicate will drop the idea if Chief 
Joyner is not secured as their inspector 
causes all who know anything of the 
matter to believe that they will offer him 
such a salary as he cannot refuse. 

From what can be learned the insurance 
companies have determined to form this 
syndicate and it is believed that they will 
not let the payment of a few thousand 
dollars extra salary stand in their way. 

If the scheme works out, as it looks like 
it will, there is every reason to believe 
that Atlanta will lose her fire chief.

A telephone 
message was sent to Major Slaton, the su- 
perintendent of the ‘public schools, yester- 
day. telling him that Dr. Curry was to 
speak at the hall. Major Slaton was not in 
his office at the time and the message Was 
left fur him. He, however, failed to receive 
the message and gave no instructions to 
have the hall lighted. For this reason Dr. 


Curry did not speak. ) 

Major Slaton stated last night that he had 
heard nothing of the intention of Dr. Curry 
to speak in the hall until late in, the even- 
ing, and at that time it was impossible fer 
him to have the place opened and lighted. 
He stated that he would have been glad 
to have had the hall lighted and been pres- 
ent at the speaking had he known of it. 

When Dr. Curry, accompanied by State 
School Commissioner Glenn and Judge 
Hammond found that the hall was not open 
they went at once to the Boys’ High school, 
thinking that they had made a mistake in 
the building. Arriving at the school they 
found the night school in session and all 
three made interesting talks to the boys. 
They encouraged the young men in their 
work, and Dr. Curry expressed himself as 
being highly pleased with the school. 

A crowd of those interested in the educa- 
tional question had gathered to hear Dr. 
Curry speak, and when they found the hail 
in darkness they were greatly disappointed, 
His talks are always interesting, and the 
teachers missed a treat. 

Pleased with the Schools in Georgia. 

Dr. Curr? is making a trip through the 
south for the purpose of visiting and in- 
specting the schools that are furnished 
money by the Peabody and Slater funds. 
Yesterday morning he _ visited Spelman 
seminary and expressed himself as well 
pleased with that institution. He speaks of 
it as one of the leading schools of the south 
and thinks it has a great future. 

He is pleased with the schools throughout 
the state, but says that we are badly in 
need of new schoolhouses in which to hold 
our schools. Throughout the south the 
schools in many places are held in churches 
and sometimes in the open air under the 
trees. The churches are not at all adapt- 
ed to use as schoolhouses, says Dr. Curry, 
and the children cannot do such good work 
in them. 

“When the schoolhouses are erected.’’ 
said Dr. Curry, ‘they are in many in- 
stances little better than log cabins, and 
the cold wind whistles through them in 
winter. 

“The fact that a community owns a 
echoolhouse adds an interest and stimulus 
to educational matters not otherwise ob- 
tained. I advooate-the building of school- 
houses, and feel that it will do much to 
make the children more interested in their 
studies. 

Praises Commissioner Glenn. 

“The schools in this state, are in a better 
condition now: than they have ever been 
betore,”” said Dr. Curry. “This is due to 
the hard work of State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn, who has done everything in 
his power to advance the jedurational 
interests of the state. 

“‘He has made an excellent commissioner, 
and has done as much for schools of the 
State as any of his predecessors. He has 
visited almost every county in the state, 
and gives every school his personal at- 
tention. Under his 
schools have flourished and grown, and 
I look upon him as one of the best school 
commissioners the state has ever had. 

Wants Manual Training. 

“I believe that manual training should 
be haa in connection with both the high 
schools of this city, apd think it would 
do more than anyining else to interest 
the students in their wé@rk. 

“I do not advocate a trade school, but 
@ne where the children will learn the use 
of the tools. Not so much for the benefit 
to be derived in after life, but for the 
physiml exercise and the training of the 
hands and the different muscles of the 
body. 

“I believe that it should be introduced 
in all the city schools, and in the speech 
Il was to have made last night I intended 
to show the persons in authority why it 
would. be to their benefit to introduce this 
feature. ie 

“The people here have an idea that the 
manual training feature is something new— 
an experiment. They think. that it has 
never been tried before, and will be used 
here only as an experimnt. This, however, 
is a mistake. Manual training has been 
used in connection with schools through- 
out the north and east, and has proved to 
be highly successful. I rould name a 
humber of large institutions that have 
been using the manual training depart- 
ment for years, and have met with the 
greatest success.’’ 

Favors Local Taxation. 

Dr. Curry is in,favor of the local taxa- 
tion bill, which Will be introdured at this 
session of the legislature by Commissioner 
Glenn. He thinks that it would be of 
great bthefit in helping to build and main- 
tain schoolhouses. He does not believe in 
exclusive local taxation, but thinks that 
the state should help support the school. 
As an argument in favor of this he shows 
ihat all communities are not able to stand 
local taxation.

IS POSTPONED UNTIL NOV. 11 
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Atlanta and Savannah Are Discrimi- 
nated Against by the Lines. 


ATHENS IS ONE OF THE FAVORED POINTS 


Names of Cotton Buyers Given Who 
Are Believed To Be Getting Re- 
bates—Evidence Promised. 


The secret cutting of cotton rates was 
taken up yesterday morning, but some of 
the railroads not being ready, the investiga- 
tion was not opened. 

Captain D. G, Purse, chairman of the 
Savannah Freight Bureau, brings the com- 
plaint. He says that Savannah is losing 
a great deal of cotton because of cut rates 
from? interior points to Charleston and 
Portsmouth. He was present and was rep- 
resented by Colonel W. C. Glenn as counsol, 

Captain Purse is said to have some 5en- 
sational evidence to introduce and the in- 
vestigation gives promise of taking a broad 
range. It may go to the interstate com- 
merce commission and some parties in- 
volved may take to the woods. Light will 
be thrown on some of the methods prac- 
ticed by the traffic departments of rail- 
roads in cutting rates secretly. There are 
instances in which the rates are secretly 
cut, but the shrinkage comes off the ocean 
lines or appears to come off the ocean rates. 
There are other cases in which the proof 
seems strong that the railroads are in- 
volved. 

Atlanta is one of the points which suf- 
fers. Cut rates are said to be given from 
Athens to Liverpool by way of Charleston 
and Portsmouth. 

Captain Purse has a letter from a re- 
sponsible party at a railroad station near 
Athens, Ga. It is charged that a cut rate 
is being given from Athens and Concord 
in such a manner as not to violate the in- 
terstate commerce law. 

The Southern, the Seaboard Air-Line and 
the Georgia are said to be giving a rate of 
8&2 cents a hundred from Athens to Liver- 
pool, when the standard rate ought to be 
about 96 cents. 

The Seaboard is charged with favoring 
at Athens Charles E. Johnson & Co., of 
Raleigh, N. C. The Southern favors Wil- 
liam Watson & Co., of Augusta; O. P. 
Hearst & Co. and Sanders, Orr & Co., of 
Charlotte. The Georgia road allows the 
cut to the Augusta Cotton and Compress 
Company. 

Savannah buyers have been driven out 
of the Athens market, it appears, by rea- 
son of the fact that the houses mentioned 
on account of getting the secret cut, can 
bid more for cotton than can the Savan- 
nah buyers. Continuing, Captain Purse 
complains that: 

“Our information is that cotton is being 
moved from Athens via Norfolk and Char- 
leston to Liverpool at 82 cents per 100 
pounds; 21 cent per 100 pounds or $1.05 per 
bale less than established rates via Nor- 
folk and 19 cents per 100 pounds, or 95 cents 
per bale less than established rates via 
Charleston. 

“If these cuts in rates fall upon the rail- 
roads, the cut to Norfolk is 44 per cent, 
and to Charleston 42 per cent of the es- 
tablished all rail rates. But if these losses 
are participated in by the ship owners, in 
the present scarcity of tonage, it is hardly 
to be conjectured that the participation is 
on an equal basis, though, if it were, the 
railroads would still be obliged to contri- 
bute 21 and 22 per cent, respectively, of 
the rail rate, which contributions them- 
Selves represent heavy cuts and are in 
violation of the constitution of the state of 
Georgia, which says that no railroad com- 
pany shall give or pay any rebate or 
bonus on freight rates.’’ 

Captain Purse’s complaint goes on to 
Say that secret rate-cutting has become 
so denroralizing in the district of Macon, 
recently, diverting cotton from its natural 
channels to Charleston and Norfolk, that 
the Southern States Freight Association 
were forced to authorize a reduction in 
the rate from Macon to Savannah and 
Brunswick of 8 cents per 100 pounds, or 40 
cents a bale to offset its effects. 


WHAT OF THE SEABOARD? 


Conflicting Reports Are Received from 
the North About It. 

Will the Seaboard deal go through? 

Reports from the north are not wholly 
satisfactory. The Ryan syndicate has ask- 
ed for more time and the Hoffman pool 
appears to be waiting on Mr. Ryan. It is 
possible that the pool has not secured as 
much stock as it needed under the contract. 

One report from! New York says that the 
whole deal will fall through in the end. 
Mr. Ryan, it is said, put up $60,000 forfeit 
on the deal. If he fails to come across 
with the rest of the cash and the Baltimore 
people are prepared to carry out their part 
of the contract, the $60,000 will go into 
the pool. 

On the other hand, the trouble may be as 
Suggested above, that the pool has not 
been able to pick up as much’ stock as Mr. 
Ryan desired. In that event, Mr. Ryan 
will probably get his deposit back. - 

If Bryan is elected next Tuesday, the 
deal ought to go through, if money is all 
that is required to conrplete the trade. Mr. 
Ryan and his associates can get all the 
capital they need in normal times. 

But suppose the sale-is not made and 
the Seaboard continues under the same 
management, then what will happen? One 
of the officials said not long ago: “We will 
take hold just where we let go.” The in- 
ference was that rate demoralization would 
recur and that the fight would be- hotter 
than ever hefore. 

President Hoffman, of the Seaboard. js 
quoted as saying that he has accomplished 
his purpose in trying to protect the inter- 
ests of Baltimore. ‘I insisted on Baltimore 
being given lower rates to the south than 
New York had and demanded a diffe ren- 
tial. As a result of the reduction, Balti- 
more has been getting more of the south- 
ern trade recently than she ever had be- 
fore. If the deal goes through it will show 
that I have forced New York to buy the 
road, believing that. course cheaper than 
to give the differential. J shall resign when 
the transfer of stock is made. 

“As to further changes .in fhe manage- 
ment, I Know nothing. Whether Mr. St. 
John, the vice president and general man- 
ager, will be retained or not I am not in a 
position to say. If I was at the head of 
the new syndicate I certainly would retain 
Mr. Sti John. He is thoroughly practical 
and a hard worker, and the best railroad 
man in the south today.” 


AN EXPERT FROM AUSTRALIA. 
The Government Owns the Railways 
There—Not Self-Sustaining. 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry C. Stanley, a 
railway engineering expert from Austra- 
lia, is in this country studying American 
methods. Prince Hilkoff, Prussian minis- 
ter of transportation, has just made a tour 

of the United States. , 

Engineer Stanley's observations will prob- 
ably result in the adoption of American 
ideas in Australia and America will supply 
some of the equipment. Australia is on 
the eve of a period of railway extension 
and improvement. ©.

In New 
South Wales it is four feet eight and one- 
half inches, In Victoria it is five feet three 
inches. In west Australia the roads are 
built on the three feet six inches in gauge, 

“Intercontinental freight is carried most- 
ly by coast steamters. The Australians 
know what inconvenience in traveling is 
for they have to change cars so often. 

“The Australian railways are owned and 
operated by thq government. The first 
Queensland road was opened for traffic in 
1866. Since that time 2,500 miles have been 
built and equipped at a cost of about 
$85,000,000. The cost of the different lines 
has varied greatly. The first section of the 
Cairus railway, for instance, cost $160,000 
a mile, while the last contract let in the 
west branch of the Southern and Western 
railway cost only $10,000 a mile. On the 
main line of the Southern and Western 
there is a section that cost $100,000 a mile. 
Roughly estimated, the railway debt of 
Queensland is $85,000,000. For this debt gov- 
ernment debentures have been floated in 
England. In the early days these deben- 
tures bore as much as 6 per cent interest. 
Now they average 4% per cent. 

“The roads earn a little more than 3 
per cent above operating expenses. The 
government has to make up by tax a 
little more than 1 per cent on the debt for 
nraintaining the railways. 

“Both passenger and freight rates are 
considerably higher in Australia than in 
the United States,’’ said Mr. Stanley. 
“That is accounted for in part by the 
scarce population, there being less than 
half a million people in Queensland. The 
government passes on all questions of rates. 
They fluctuate somewhat in different parts 
of the province, according to the amount 
of business done and the serWce rendered. 
There is no commercial rivalries to com- 
plicate the question, as the roads all have 
their separate territories, unning back 
into the interior from Brisbane and other 
seaboard towns. 

“American machinery already cuts a con- 
siderable figure on the Australlan railways. 
We regard the American-built locomotives 
as better adapted than the English for our 
use. They are less rigid than the English 
type. Many of them are now in use, and 
more are in course of construction. As for 
the rest of the equipment, it is mostly of 
Australian make, though we are still obliged 
to buy our rails in England. We are striv- 
ing for greater economy in construction, 
and the object of my present visit is to 
gather information which may be useful 
in that direction.’’ 

“Ie you find ‘government control of 
railways a source of corruption in poli- 
tics?’’ 

“Not in the slightest degree,”’ replied Mr. 
Stanley. ‘‘The whole railway business of 
Australia is done under a-rstrict system of 
the civil service that makes corruption next 
to impossible. We have a minister of rafi- 
ways, but the working management is vest- 
ed by parliament in a commissioner ap- 
pointed. by the governor in council. The 
comimissioner is secure in his tenure of 
office, because he can be removed only by 
the vote of both house of parliament. He 
has full powers of employment. Under him 
are the chief engineer, the general traffic 
manager and the locomotive engineer. Ap- 
plicants for employment are required to 
pass examinations, down to the guards, 
trainmen and laborers. In the case of the 
latter, the examinations are mainly phys- 
ical, although the candidate must be able 
to read and write. 

“Class privileges on the Australian roads 
are strictly held in check. Passes are is- 
sued to the members of parfilanrent and 
those actuallly engaged in the railway ser- 
vice. Railway employes get ‘privilege tick- 
ets,” which allow them and the members 
of their families to travel at one-fourth the 
regular fare. There is also a systenr of 
‘leave tickets,’ good on all the Australian 
railways, which are given to employes for 
use on their regular annual vacations of a 
fortnight. This is the limit of privileges ac- 
corded by the roads.”’

Captain W. G. Raoul, president of the 
Mexican National railway, presided over 
the meeting.

The interstate commerce commission has 
applied towJudge Newman for the use of 
the United States circuit courtroom for 
the purpese of holding a session, begin- 
ning November 9th. Permission was grant- 
ed yesterday and a very important session 
of the commission is expected. 

The commission is composed of William 
A. Morrison, of Illinois, chairman; W. G. 
Veasey, of Vermont; Martin A. Knapp, of 
New York; Judson C. Clements, of Georgia, 
and J. D. Yeomans, of Iowa. The secretary 
of the commision is Edward A. Mosely, 
The headq ters are at Washington, but 
the commigsion takes occasional trips to 
different states for the purpose of hearing 
evidence in cases which effect localities at 
a distance from Washington. 

There are three important cases stil] un- 
tried in the clerk’s office of the United 
States court for the northern district of 
Georgia. One case, and one that will proba- 
bly be first tried, is the Interstate Com- 
merce.

FOREST CITY’S LEADING OOM. 
PANY TO BE IN THE PARADE. 


The Regiment Commanded by Colonel 
Lawton Will Arrive Early This 
Morning on Special Train. 


The First regiment of infantry of Sa- 
vannah and neighboring towns will be in 
st Parade and exercises of the inaugura- 

on, 

Colonel Lawton, of that regiment, has 
issued. an order to the soldiers, which is 
printe&t below. 

The regiment will arrive in Ailtlanta 
early this morning. They will make their 
headquarters in their special cars while 
here. 

The regiment is composed of some of the 
best’ military companies of the state. 

The order of Colonel Lawiton is published 
below: 

“Headquarters First Regiment of In- 
fantry, Georgia Volunteers, Savannah, 
Ga., October 28, 1896.—Orders No. 28: 1. The 
regiment will parade in Atlanta on Sat- 
urday, October ist, 1896, to take part in 
the ceremonies incident to the inaugura- 
tion of the governor of the state. Al- 
though ‘this day is not only Saturday, but 
is also the last day of the month. and 
therefore very inopportune for procuring 
large numbers in the ranks, it is never- 


theless the hope of the commanding offi- © 


cer that as many as possible will go, in 
order that the regiment may make the 
best possible appearance. 

“2. That, portion of the regiment sta- 
tioned in Savannah will leavé here on 
the night of Friday, October 30th, 1896, via 
the Central of Georgia Railway 
at 10 o’clocs, city time, and for this pur- 
pose the regimental line will be formed 
in the armory yard at-9:15 p, m. sharp. 
Battalion commanders will see that their 
battalions are ready for this formation 
Without any delay. 

“3. Company G will have its station at 
Statesboro at such hour as may be arrang- 
ed vy its commanding: officer, in time to 
join the special train bearing the balance 
of the regiment at Dover station. The 
train will proceed as the first section of 
the regular schedule of train No. 3 on 
the Central of Georgia Railway. 
it Company F should be able to go to At- 
lanta, it will join the balarice of: the reg- 
iment at Pooler station. The commanding 
Officers of companies joining en route will 
report promptly to their respective bat- 
tallion commanders. 

“4. All officers and men will provide 
themselves with one day’s cooked ‘ra- 
uions, upon whith they will be dependent 
for food during the whole trip. Hot coffee 
will be provided by the regimental com- 
missary on the train. The companies will 
Supply their own cups and such other 
mess ware as they may desire. 

‘dS. The regiment will appear with cam- 
patgn hats, flannel shirts, regulation 
blouse; campaign trousers afd canvas leg- 
gings. Mounted officers will carry boots or 
black leather leggings. The uniform blue 
trousers will be carri in the blanket 
bag. Each enlisted man, including the non- 
commissioned staff, will be equipped with 
blanket bag (overcoat rolled on topy can- 
teen and haversack; the haversack on the 
left, canteen on the right, canteen strap on 
top. Officers will wear pistols recently is- 
sued, belts on the outside. Blue trousers 
will be put on on the morning of the 3lst, 
before reaching Atkanta. Caps may be 
carried if desired. Mounted officers will 
carry (horse equipments. Officers will put 
overcoats with their baggage. 

“6. Enlisted men will not be allowed to 
carry any baggage. Each officer will be 
allowed hand baggage. Company oflicers’ 
hand baggage will be sent to the train 
with the company commissary supplies, 
Field and staff officers’ baggage must be 
delivered to the commissary (who will act 
as quartermaster for this occasion) at the 
armory not iater than 8:30 p. mm on the 
30th. All supplies and baggage must be 
delivered at the train not later than 
9:15 p. m.,

The train is sched- 
uled to leave Atlanta at 7:50 p. m., cen- 
tral standard time, on the evening of the 
Zist.

“2 The regiment will have in Atlanta 
no place to assemble except in the cars 
in which it travels, and at the conclusion 
of the parade it will be marched back to 
the cars for the purpose of laying aside 
arms and accouterments. 

“9 The commanding officer destres to 
impress upon all offirers and men the 
absolute necessity of the maintenance dur- 
ing the entire trip of the strictest military 
discipline. He confidently expresses the 
belief that everyone Will recollect that he 
is expected to reflect honor and ¢redit 
upon the regiment, and that it may return 
to Savannah with an increased reputation 
for efficiency, good discipline and quiet be- 
havior. Under no circumstances must any 
officer. or man enter a drinking saloon, 
No liqtior will be allowed in canteens or

Liquor Department. 

W HISKIES—W hisky is a spirit distilled 
for drinking, which originated with the 
Celtic inhabitants of Ireland and Scotland, 
and its manufacture is stiil closely allied 
with these two countries. It was at first 
called aqua vitae, and was originally used 
as a powerful medical agent. it was not 
until about the middle of the seventeenth 
century that it was used as a beverage. 
It was originaily made from barley, but it 
is now possible to obtain it from any ce- 
real grain, malted or unmalted. The bulk 
of Irish whisky is made from grain. fm the 
United States whisky is distilled chiefly 
from corn and rye, wheat and barley being 
used to a limited extent. Whiskey is great- 
ly improved by age, and it is not mellow 
nor its flavor agreeable until it is several 
years old. In its orignal state it is nearly 
colorless, but it derives a reddish tint from 
the wood of the barrel in which it ts placed 
the wood being charred before the barrels 
are used. 

Whisky is also a fine stimulant and tonic, 
is good for the lungs, a preventive of chills 
and fevers, and a fine diffusable tonic for 
invalids and for those recovering from 
prostrating diseases.

There Was a Slight Advance in Cot- 
ton and Wheat Closed with a 
Gain of Over a Cent.

New York, October 30.—There was a de- 
cided change for the better in the financial 
situation, and at no time did the rate for 
call loans advance to the figures exacted 
yesterday, and in the afternoon the quota- 
tion dropped to 6 per cent per &nnum, at 
which the final transactions were affected. 
The decline in money was the result of a 
conference held last night by the presi- 
dents of the downtown banks, at which 
fourteen of the leading institutions were 
represented. It was there determined to 
assist stock exchange borrowers, but not 
through the issuance of clearing house cer- 
tificates. A statement by President Sim- 


mons, of the ‘clearing house, to the effect 
that there was nothing in the situation to 
excite alarm, and that the banks were 
abundantly able to meet any emergency 
that may arise had a strengthening in- 
fluence. The comparative ease in money 
not only encouraged those of a bullish ten- 
dency, but led to considerable covering of 
short contracts put out yesterday. A good 
deal of the buying for the long account 
was set down to important interests. Com- 
mission house purchases, in view of the 
disturbances in the loan market, were 
licht, but foreign firms were in receipt of 
good orders, especially at the opening of 
Pusiness. The advance in prices ranged 
from 1% to 4% per cent, arid nearly every 
prominent issue participated in the rise. 
Guear scored the greatest gain, rising to 
115%. Lower Wall street interests were al- 
leged to be the largest buyers of the stock. 
Chicago Gas moved up 25% per cent to 70%s 
on western advices that the directors in- 
tended to declare a dividend of 1% per 
cent on November 15th next. Another dl- 
widend of 1% per cent was also promised 
for January. Other important advances 
follow: Atchison 1%, Atchison preferred

Receivers Take a Hopeful View of 
the Situation.

SAY THAT ALL DEPENDS UPON COLLECTIONS 


Statement Filed Yesterday Gives the 
Amounts Due the Bank and Due 
Banks and Depositors. 


The receivers of the Merchants’. bank yes- 

terday filed with the clerk of the superior 
court a statement showing the condition of 
that institution on October 16th, the day its 
doors were closed by the officers. 

The statement was filed yesterday after- 
noon at 6 o'clock. The paper is probably 
one of the largest that has been filed in 
the clerk's office since the famous Ryan 
litigation. The statement, which contains 
several hundred pages of closely written 
manuscript is neatly bound in book form 
and contains all of the detaiied figures 
in regard to the exact amount of assets and 
liabilities of the bank. 

After the statement had been filed the 
receivers were asked about the condition of 
the bank and the probability of a payment 
to the customers. 

“You can readily see,”’ sa'd the receivers, 
“that it is impossible for the receivers to 
estimate with any accuracy as to that. 
If the claims due the bank can be collected 
with a reasonable degree of satisfaction and 
the real estate belonging to the bank and 
the other property of the bank can be dis- 
posed of at a fair valuation, the assets 
would pay the depositors in full or close to 
a full payment.”’ 

*“‘How soon can the matters of the bank 
be closed up?’ was asked the receivers. 

“That is also a hard question,” they re- 
plied. “At best it.is a difficult and intricate 
work. If the promised revival of general 
business conditions comes it will greatly 
help toward bringing about realization on 
settlements. 
Progress, however, in that direction may 
be retarded by litigation, some of which 
has already begun, but not enough yet to 
retard us or give us much trouble, and we 
hope there will be no more. 

“When the receivers are ready to make a 
payment it will be necessary to have an 
order from the court, which we will get. 
Before that time we will also ask the court 
to grant an order making parties to the bill 
all creditors who file their claims with the 
receivers. Such claims when they are ex- 
amined and found by the receivers to be 
correct will receive their pro rata share of 
payments as made. This action will’ save 
many depositors a considerable expense.”

Colonel Arnold appeals to the populist 
party to support the democratic party in 
the national election from a sense of prin- 
ciple. He says the democratic platform 
combines many of the principles of the 
populist party and he urges the voters of 
his party to go to tHe polls and vote the 
straight democratic ticket. He says the 
populists cannot be sincere in their position 
for free silver if they should vote for the 
republican or sound money ticket. He says 
the republicans have ropbed our muscles 
of their worth and our lands of their 
value, 

The letter written by him and published 
to the populist voters of the fifth congres- 
sion&? district is as tollows: 

To the Populists of the Fifth Congres- 
sional District: So much is being said 
and written about the populist vote in 
Tuesday’s election, that I am constrain- 
ed, in justice to populism, to write this 
letter. In doing so, I am vain enough 
to indulge the hope that it will be re- 
ceived as a patriotic, and not as a parti- 
san. expression. 

it is charged that populists intend 
to support the republican nominees. 
Some of the leaders, I am very sorry to 
say, have advised this course. Forget- 
ful of the cardinal principles of our par- 
ty, they are now circulating documents, 
some of which are in my possession, ad- 
vising populists to indorse the gold stan- 
dard, and its attending train of evils, 
by voting the republican ticket. 

On the other hand, others, notably 
Tom Watson and Judge Hines, advise to 
the contrary. Now the question is, 
What shall we do? Shall we repudiate 
the principles for which we have so 
long and faithfully contended? Shali we 
announce to the world that in our eyes 
the spoils of office are more desirable 
than the prosperity of all the people?

TRADE IS SMALLER 


Business Is Confined To a Supply of 
Immediate Wants Only. 


POLITICS RULES THE MARKET 


Pressure in New York Money Market 
Has Been the Feature of the Week 
* Despite Gold Arrivals. 


New York, October 30.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that business_in staple 
lines is confined to immediate wants, in- 
terest in the election absorbing attention. 
The volume of trade is smaller than a 
week ago and will continue restricted until 
the results of thé election are known. 

The restricted distribution of merchan- 
dise for several weeks has begun to register 
itself in the bank clearings totals, the ag- 
gregate for which at all cities during the 
past six business days. is $969,000,000, 7 per 
cent less than last week, but 10 per cent 
less than in the corresponding week one 
year ago. 

Texas country merchants buy with ex- 
treme caution and in Louisiana the ad- 
vance in discount rates has rendered trade 
duller than it might otherwise have been. 
Mercantile failurés throughout the United 
States have declined in number this week, 
the total being 246, against 292 last week 
and 229 in the week one year ago. 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

New York, October 30.R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow in their weekly review 
of trade that a market without anything 
but politics to rule it is not often seen. 
Business is almost abolished until after 
the election, by the extraordinary pressure 
for money, by the indisposition of anybody 
to sell who thinks a great change for the 
better is near, by the feeling that it is 
now of no use to contract or buy when so 
little time remains before a decision and 
by the general absorption of business men 
in political activities. The indications 
show a gratifying confidence in preparing 
for better things, but an enormous volume 
of contracts and orders depend on the 
election, and while prices of materials are 
strong, with heavy speculative buying, the 
absence of immediate demand makes ftinish- 
ed products generally quiet in price, though 
with evident expectation of strength. 

The feature of the week has been the 
pressure in the New York money market 
in spite of the heavy arrivals of gold. 
Juotations of call loans at 100 per cent, or 
MORE HAVE NO RBPAL MBANING EX- 
CEPT THAT WITH PRACTICALLY 
FOUR HOLIDAYS TO COME IN S8UC- 
CESSION THERE is really no market. 
Commercial loans are almost a lost art 
except as banks sustain their regular cus- 
tomers, which they do generally with a 
fair degree of liberality. THE HOARDING 
OR BNGAGEMENT OF GOLD TO PRO- 
VIDE AGAINST CONTINGENCIES HAS 
FAR @JRPASSED ALL RECORDS, and 
in exchange bought ahead gold actually 
withdrawn and contracts to deliver gold if 
required probably exceeds in amount $100,- 
000,000. The makers of contracts to deliver 
gold on demand have imported over }$1@,- 
000,000, it is believed, and ordered $500,000 
more this week; the withdrawals of gold 
from banks for temporary deposit else- 
where, or by country 
of customers, have been quite heavy, and 
the buying of foreign exchange has made 
the market entirely abnormal and quite 
out of relation to the existing state of 
foreign trade. 

Cotton has held up remarkably well, in 
spite of trade estimates that the yield will 
be close to 9,000,000 bales. The trade be- 
lieves such estimates erroneous and also 
believes that present prices will not be 
found too high if with such a crop there 
should be good business in this and other 
countries. The mills are selling staple 
goods somewhat freely and print cloths are 
a shade higher, but there is neither much 
selling nor much effort to buy goods of 
other descriptions.

When the fire was discovered the prisoners 
became greatly alarmed and they were al- 
most panic stricken. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the pris- 
oners Were all out in the corridors enjoying 
their daily exercise. Osborn was nervously 
pacing up and down his cell, having just 
finished his dinner which had been sent to 
him in a wooden grape basket. 

Presently one of the prisoners noticed a 
dense cloud of smoke issuing through the 
bars of the door of Osborn’s cell on the 
second. The alarm was quickly given and 
immediately the prisoners rushed up stairs. 

A messenger was hastily dispatched for 
Jailer Eubanks, who was at work in his 
private office. He rushed up stairs and 
with a trusty entered Osborn’s cell. The 
lunatic was groping about in the dark 
smoke apparently oblivious of this surround- 
ings. 

The dingy cell was filled with a black 
smoke that came from a blaze which was 
rapidly gaining headway in one corner. 
The fire was quickly smothered by a blan- 
ket and order was soon restored. 

Just how Osborn started the fire is a 
mystery. Jt is supposed, however, that one 
of the prisoners handed him a match, not 
knowing how he intended to use it. 

Osborn kindled the fire with the wooden 
basket in which his dinner had heen sent. 
He split the wood into small pieces, and 
piling it into one corner, set it on fire.
